Tulips for Perennial Borders 


We strongly recommend the planting of Darwin and Cottage 
_ Tulips in clumps and masses among hardy plants, All are perfectly 
hardy, and there is nothing to equal them for color and grace, 
standing boldly over the green foliage of the growing perennial 
_plantsin May. In our collections of these, will be found every 
- imaginable shade, and for cutting they are invaluable, particularly 
the Cottage Varieties as most of them are deliciously scented. 


Select varieties that will harmonize in color, and spade over the 

- plots in the border before planting, adding a couple of handfuls of 
_bonemeal to each square yard, then plant the bulbs 6 inches apart 
and from 4 to 5 inches deep. Don’t mix the colors indiscriminately 
(this spoils their full effect) but plant each kind separately. A dozen 
or so of a sort will give a good showing in small gardens, while the 
larger borders will accommodate from 100 to 250 bulbs of a kind. 
The Dwarf Phlox Divaricata is an excellent companion to the 
Lavender and Purple shades, while Phlox Subulata Rosea and P. 
Amoena Rosea make suitable carpeting for the Red and Pink shades.

have found by an expensive and disappointing experience that the 
ammonia of fresh stable manure is absolutely fatal to bulbs. Ifstable 
manure is used it should be at least 6 or 8 months old, and dug in well 
underneath the bulbs. The safest fertilizer for all bulbs is Bone Meal, 
applied at the rate of 500 lbs. to the acre or 2 oz. to a square yard.

HYACINTHS IN POTS.—It is important in the pot culture of Hyacinths to 
have rich, light soil. If the bulbs are to be potted singly, 5-inch pots are the proper 
size. Cover the hole in the pot with a piece of broken pot, and over this place a 
layer of moss, which will keep the soil from clogging the drainage thus provided. 
Break off any ofisets which appear at the base of the bulbs, and, in potting, place 
each bulb so thatits top shall-be half an inch below the surface of the soil, and an 
inch below the rim of the pot. _ Use a 5-inch pot for single bulb or fourin a 6-inch 
pot. Give a good watering and set away in a cool place, covering them with about 
3 to 5 inches of coal ashes orsand. Let them remain here for eight or ten weeks, 
bringing them to the light as required. 


HYACINTHS IN GLASSES.—The single varieties are, with a few exceptions, 
best adapted to this mode of culture. They produce finer flower spikes than the 
double. Fillthe glass with clear soft water, soasto nearly ¢ouch the base of the bulb, 
putting a small piece of charcoalin each glass to keep the water pure and afford 
some nourishment. ‘The filled glasses should be placed in a dry, cool, dark place, 
and kept there until the roots almost touch the bottom of the glass, when they may 
be exposed gradually to the light. If the water in the glass becomes foul or dimin- 
ished, replace it with fresh water. 


“GARDEN CULTURE.—Bulbs may be planted from September to December, 
in any good, well drained garden soil, which has previously been well enriched and 
dug from 12 to 18inches.

Starting with the Early Single varieties listed hereunder and followed by the 
glorious Darwin and Cottage Tulips mentioned a few pages further on, an extended 
flowering season is carried on during April and May; and such colors! from the extremes 
of deep crimson, brilliant scarlet, yellow and white, every intermediate shade and blend- 
ing is included in these grand flowers, giying plenty of material for contrasts and favorite 
color schemes. 

Planting: Do not use fresh stable manure at any time, either in the soil oras a 
————————= mulch, or you will have no flowers. Treat otherwise the same as 
Hyacinths described previously. Plant four to six inches apart and four inches deep. Dig 
Bone Meal into the beds or borders before planting, about two handfuls to the square yard. 
When the beds or borders are made, have them raised 4 to 6 inches above the adjacent 
walk or lawn, this insures proper drainage and prevents lodgements of water around the 
bulbs, and subsequent rotting. Thoroughly rotted manure (if procurable) may be placed 
under the bulbs either in beds or pots, but it should not come in contact with them. For 
pot culture use the same compost as for Hyacinths. Put five or six bulbs in a six inch pot 
orpan. This is generally the quantity to use. 

Summer Homes in Spring We sometimes wonder how some flower lovers are 
content to let their gardens go unadorned from Nov. 
until May or June while waiting for the time to put out summer plants. We havein mind 
chiefly, those who close up their summer homes in the fall and allow the gardens to become 
weedy wastes during the early spring months when they could be made so attractive by 
planting in October a few Tulips forspring bloom.

They vary in 
color from almost jet black, crimson, scarlet, purple to lilac, mauve, pink and indescribable 
intermediate blendings and pastelle shades. Yellow is the one color missing, but this ean be 
supplied from the Cottage varieties listed on the next page, with such kinds as Inglescombe 
Yellow, Gesneriana Lutea, G. Lutea Pallida, and Bouton d’Or which flower at the same time. 

Darwin Tulips are excellent for beds or for planting in clumps in the perennial border, or 
bordering low growing shrubs and hedge rows. Flowering at a time (May) when all other 
spring flowers are over and before the Peonies and other early summer flowers are ready, 
they adequately fill a large gap in maintaining a continuous display of flowers between 
seasons. They are perfectly hardy, flowering with increased vigor each succeeding year. 

They can also be grown in pots, and, with a little gentle heat can be flowered a few weeks 
earlier than their ordinary season. Those we offer here are among the best in cultivation at the 
present day and include many offered for the first time this year. 

Planting.—The bulbs require to be planted about four or five inches deep and six inches 
apart in raised beds or borders so that the bulbs are above the level of adjacent lawn or walk. 
The approximate height of each is given in inches.

Classification of Daffodils or Narcissi 


“Daffodils” or ‘‘Narcissi,’” whichever one Fig.1. Fig 2. 
wishes to term them, are divided into three main 
divisions: (A), MAGNI CORONATI, large 
trumpet Daffodils; (B), MEDIO CORONATI, 
medium sized trumpets, and (C), PARVI COR- 
ONATI, small cupped varieties. If a Narcissus 
bloom is examined, it will be found to consist mainly of two 
parts: (1), along expanding tube, and, (2), a perianth 
(the petals or perianth segments), bending outwards from the 
tube: the three classes mentioned above depend upon the point 
on the tube or trumpet at which the petals are attached. 
When they come from the base so that the whole tube forms 
the trumpet, the flower belongs to the Magni Coronati : 
(Fig. 1). When they come further forward on the tube, thus shortening the trumpet in front by about half , 
it belongs to the Medio Coronati (Fig. 2), and when the perianth is still more forward until the trumpet 
appears small-cupped or saucer-shaped, this is a type of Parvi Coronati (Fig. 3). Example 1—King 
Alfred; example 2—Gloria Mundi; example 3—Imcognita. Polyanthus Narcissi, Double Narcissi, and 
Jonquils are too distinct to need mentioning here

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- Spade over the ground thoroughly to a depth of 18 inches before planting 
Lilies and enrich it by adding equal portions of leafmould, peat and rotten 
manure. Plant the bulbs 4 to 6 inches deep putting some sand under and 
around the bulbs, and after covering, protect with six or eight inches of leaves 
or other litter, which must be removed in late Spring. 

April planting is advisable, if severe frost prevented planting the previous 
November. 

Indoor Culture. — Lilies should be potted immediately upon receipt, if 
intended for growing in pots or for forcing. In potting use a compost of fibrous 
loam and sweet decomposed leaf soil, with plenty of coarse sand or a mixture 
of good peat, loam, and sand, adding to the compost a few pieces of charcoal. 
See that the pot is well drained. The bulb should be set about half-way down 
in the pot and barely covered with soil, thus leaving room to top dress and fill 
the pot. with more soil when stem-roots appear above the bulb. After 
potting, give a thorough watering and set outside in a cold frame or shady 
situation, then cover with ashes or long straw. After they have stood from three 
weeks to a month and thoroughly rooted, bring imside, in a temperature of 
about 66°; let the plants grow slowly under a bench or some other suitable 
place until about 6 inches high; then place on top of the bench. An occasional 
application of liquid cow manure, starting about six weeks before flowering 
time will stimulate the plant wonderfully. Thorough rooting is essential.

Planting. Peonies may be planted in the fall from the 2nd or 3rd week in 
August until frost, and in spring as soon as the frost is out of the ground.

Spring-transplanted stock has to lie dormant until new roots are 
formed for source of nurishment. 


Pruning. It is very important that the root system and amount of branches 
balance. No matter how carefully the trees may be dug a portion of the roots 
are broken or cut off and the balance that exists is deranged. It is therefore 
necessary that the branches be pruned. Many people are not aware of this and 
will plant exactly as received from the nursery. A more fatal error could not be 
made. Prune the branches of fruit trees 5 to 7 ft. in height with 3 to 5 ft. clear 
stem back to within 3 or 4 buds of the main stem. Cut back all broken or 
bruised roots smoothly to sound wood. 


We shall be glad to prune fruit and other trees ready for planting if requested.
